Sorry 1 am, that, neither the care of the Legiſ- 
lature in making wholeſome Laws, nor the carneſt 
concern of your Friends for your Happineſs, have 
as J* been effectual to reclaim you from temporal 
and eternal Ruin. Evil communication hath car- 
rupted your Manners, and evil Manners have got 
the betrer both of the Laws and Goſpel. | 

Chriſtian Charity forbids us to give you up as 
ſunk to a deſperate Condition. 

Yet, Alas ! what new Argument can we make 
uſe of to perſuade you? Let me flatter myſelf, 
that I have found out one. — 

When the rich Drunkard, mentioned in the 
Goſpel, tumbled in one of his drunken fits into 
Hell, as many of your Acquaintance have done, 
an unquenchable Thirſt ſucceeded his abandoned 
Drunkenneſs. In this Diſtreſs, he ſees the poor 
ſober Beggar who had lain at his Gate, in Abra- 
ham's bolom.

What was then refuſed, I now, in effect bring 
unto you. Behold the venerable ſhade of that 
great and good Lover of Mankind, Doctor Stephen 
Hales deſcending with his Crown of glory from 
Heaven: And calling to you in the mott pathetic 
Manner, to abandon and forſake this moſt rui- 
nous of Vices.

His whole Life was a continued courſe: of the 
moſt benevolent Actions to Mankind, and was em- 
ployed in contriving and executing well digeſt- 
ed Schemes, not meerly for his own native Coun- 
try ; But for the Benefit of the whole human Race, 
of which he has left many Monuments, in his moſt 
uſeful Invention of Ventilators, which he got to 
be fixed in our Ships, Hoſpitals, and Priſons, to 
the ſaving many Thouſands of Lives: In his Con- 
trivances to preſerve and keep wholeſome the 
Food of Mankind: In his diſtilling of Sea Water 
into wholeſome Drink at a trifling Expence: In 
his preſerving common Water from putrifying, 
even tho*' carryed round the Globe, by putting 
into each Butt of Water a few Pounds of Quick- 
lime; In his Diſcovery of Oyſter-ſhell-lime Wa- 
ter, to be an effectual Cure for the Stone and Gra- 
vel, and one of the greateſt Reſtoratives in Na- 
ture: And in many other Inſtances no leſs Benefi- 
cial to Mankind. Inſomuch, that he ſeemed while 
walking on this Earth, to be as a Guardian Angel, 
defending and directing Mankind. vt! 

But among all the good Works wherein he En- 
gaged, none affected him ſo nearly, or was Pur- 
ued with ſo much Perſeverance and Zeal, as his 
Endeavours to heal Men and Women of their In- 
ſatiable dropſical Thirſt after Spirituous Liquors, 
to which he gave the Name of Man-Baxe. In all 
his Writings he mentions them with Deteſtation 
and Horrour.

cc againſt theſe infernal Spirits ten different Times, 
& has given me: And as I intend ſoon to begin to 
“print my ſecond Volume on Ventilators, I have

Bu the common Motives of Humanity to 


uſe our. beſt Endeavours for preſerving the 
calth and Lives of Mankind, rhere are ſome pe-

ec his Country has a noble Field of Action; and 
& he is ſo much the more concerned to attend to 
& this Point, becauſe the Decay of Morals in this 
ce preſent Age is notorious : Vices to which Men 
= e were tempted only by Afluence, are 
& now derived down to the loweſt Part of the 
“ People; ſo that thoſe in whoſe Virtue and Di- 
& ligence heretofore conſiſted the main Strength 
c of the whole, are now become more and more 
&« a Burthen. The Conſequence of this is dread- 
& ful, and therefore the Concern to prevent ir

ample will this be to thoſe other Nations of the 
World, where this greateſt of all Evils that ever 
befel unhappy Man, makes an uncontrolled, a- 
S Havock of the Lives and Morals of Man-

Tram eminent Phyſician Dr. Hoffman, in his 
ſeven Rules for preſerving Health, expreſsly cau- 
tions againſt the Uſe o diſtilled ſpirituous Li- 
quors : “ Becauſe, he ſays, they are above all 
«© Things moſt unwholeſome; becauſe cauſtick 
« burning Spirits, by inflaming the Solids, and 
& coagulating and thickening the Fluids, cauſe 
„ Obſtructions, which bring on many fatal Dif- 
“ eaſes; ſuch as Hectick Fevers, Jaundices, Drop- 
„ fies, Cc. whereby Multitudes are daily and 
<« yearly deſtroyed. And alſo that they rot the In- 
© trails, ſuch as the Liver, Stomach and Bowels; 
& as is evident he obſerves, not only by opening 
the Bodies of thoſe who are killed by drinking 
them, bur alſo by what is obſerved in So

4 of the Effects which the cauſtick, fiery, re- 
&« maining Waſh of Diſtillers has on the Guts of 
*« Hogs, which are thereby fo rotted, that they 
cannot make Hogs Puddings with them.” And 
to the ſame Cauſe together with the greater Quan- 
tity of Liquor which they ſwill down, it is doubt- 
leſs owing, that the Bladders of ſuch Hogs are 
much larger than thoſe of other Hogs, viz. be- 
cauſe being tender, they more eaſily diſtend in 
blowing up; And the whole Fleſh of ſuch Hogs 
is ſo much tenderer, that it will not keep by ſalt- 
ing, ſo well as the Fleſh of other Hogs wil do. 

| T is the known Obſervation of Dealers in Hair 
for Wigs, that they can 1 the Dram- 
drinker's Hair by the Touch, finding it dry, harſh, 
dead-ended, and unfit for Uſe. And in the ſame 
manner it js, that it ſpoils the Stomach and Bow- 
els, the Liver and Lungs, and the whole Body of 
thoſe unhappy Perſons. 
Ax it is very obſervable, that theſe pernicious 
diſtilled Spirits not only hurt the Bodies, but ſpoil 
the Tempers even of Hogs; for it is a known Ob- 
ſervation, that if a Diſtiller's Hog cries out with 
the Voice of Diſtreſs, the other Hogs will fall on 
him and deftroy him, if he is not immediately ta- 

en from them; whereas it is well known, that 
the Farmers Hogs are zealous in defending each 
other, when they cry out in Diſtreſs. | 

AN p diſtilled Spirits have the ſame bad Effect 
in depraving the Tempers of Mankind, by heigh+ 
tening their Paſſions, or making them perverſe and 
croſs: They tend greatly alſo to the depraving of 
their Morals, by quenching the Spirit of Religion 
to ſuch a Degree, as to make them prophane and 
abandon'd, as to all Senſe of Duty to God and 
Man; as alſo wholly 1 either of their own 
preſent temporal, or future eternal Welfare and

happineſs. Thus, not only their temporal bodily

Health is irreparably depraved to ſuch a degree, 


as that, by the concuring Teſtimony of all Phyſi- 
ciaus, it cannot be reſtored; for Medicines have 
no healing Efficacy on ſuch : but What is infinite: 
ly worſe, and an aſtopiſhing Conſideration, their 


Souls are gebaſed and ;ſuak at. ſo vaſt a Diſtance 


from all the healing Influences of Religion, that 
they have no Senle of, nor Iongings after, the 
Fountain of ever-living Naters. For human Nature 
is ſo exceſlively debaſed by diftilled ſpirituous Li- 
quory that it would be no inconſiderable Degree 
of Happineſs to be raiſed ce, even no farther 
than to the low State and Condition of brute Crea: 
tures: For it is an unjuſt and diſparaging Compa- 
riſon, even to the brute Beaſts, to compare an ha- 
bitually drunken Dramiſt to thoſe ſober, tempe- 
rate ;Creatures, Who have a ſtrong natural Aﬀec- 
tion for their Voung- ones, which is notoriouſſ 
extinguiſhed in Dramiſts. God, who bas curiouſ- 
ly wrought our wonderful Frame out of the Duſt, 
knowing how prone we are to diſorder it by Ir- 
regularities, of his tender fatherly Care for us, 
hes or only implanted in us 2 ſtrong deſire of 
ife and Self-preſgrvation, but bas alſo ſtrictly 


epjoined us to ayoid all deſtructiye Irregulari- 


ties and Vices, and the practice of, thoſe V irtues 
which are ſo well adapted to our Nature, that 
they have 2 natural Tendency not only to keep the 
Boch in Order, but-alſo to give Healib to the Soul; 
as well as Marrow to the Bones, Prov. iii. 8. Yet 
bow is this delicate, this curiouſly wrought Frame, 
often abuſed and diſordered, by repeated Irregu- 
larities of many kinds: But never before to the e- 
normous Degree æhat it has of late Years arrived 
at, by the exceſſive Abuſe of that Baue of human 
Nature, fermented diſtilled ſpiritubus Liquors Which 
by their miſchievous Effects, ſeem to claim Satan 
himſelf for their Author. | THE

Taz unhappy Dram-drinkers are ſo abſolutely 
bound in Slayery to theſe infernal Spirits, that they 
ſcem to have Joſt the Power of delivering them- 
* ſelves from this worſt of Bondage, which they 
have unhappily brought themſelves into. How 
much then is it the haunden Duty of thoſe who 
have it in their Power, to with- bold, and not hold 
forth, this deſtructive Man- lane, to the People

Cbeyne, in his Eſay of Health and lang Life, 
ſays, ** All People who have any Regard to their 
« Health and Lives, ought to tremble at the firſt

“ladies begot by them bring forth Neceſſity upon 
« Neceſhity of Drams and Jals, till at laſt a kind 
« Droply, nervous Convulſion, a nervous Con- 
« ſumption, or colliquative Diarrhœa, or Flux 
« if not a Fever or Phrenzy, ſets the poor Soul 
« free. It is obſerved, that many mad P 
“ haye been great Drinkers of Drams, theſe fiery 
<« Spirits deſtroying the very tender Fibres of the 
Duc. comin th, 202 

Pup this bewirching Poiſon actually cure, or 
« reheve chem from time to time, ſomething might 
< be faid co extenuate the Folly and Phrenzy of 
<« ſuch a Courle; but, on the contrary, it heigh- 
tens and enrages all their Symptoms and Suffer- 
4 ings ever aſterwards, excepting the few Mo- 
© ments after t King it down; and every Dram 
© begets the Neceſſity of two more to cure the ill 
« Effects of the firſt.” 

Dx. Short, in his Hiſfory of Mineral Waters p. 22, 
ſays, ** The oftener I reflect on the Miſchief done 
© by diſtilled Spirits, the more I am confirmed 
F* that the human Race had been happier had 
** Drams never been known, and cannot help cor- 
e dilly joining with Dr. Allen, Synopfis Medicin. 

) Article 
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“ Article-1633, © that the plentiful devouring of 
« thoſe Spirits, has killed as many Thouſands of 
« Men as there are Stars in the Sky. Nay ten 
et times ten thouſand have died by theſe more than 
cc all the reſt of the Poiſons whatever. Where- 
<« fore, if ſuch Spirits deſerve not the Name of 
“ Poiſon, he neither can learn nor conjecture by 
&« what elſe they ſhould be called; for taken in- 
66 wardly they are detrimental to almoſt all Ani- 
* masse 
Dux. Linde in his elaborate and ingenious Trea- 
tiſe on the Scurvy, ſays, That he obſerved that 
moſt deſtructive Diſtemper to be much increaſed, 
even to Mortality, by diſtilled ſpirituous Liquors, 
which Sailors are too apt greedily to ſwallow 
down. To prevent the ill Conſequences of which, 
Admiral Vernon, in his Expedition to take Porto- 
Bello, very prudently mixed a good Proportion of 
Water with the ſpirituous Liquors, which had 
the deſired good Effect on the Health and Lives 
of his Sailors. And Captain Ellis attributes to the 
ſame wiſe Precaution, the uncommon Succeſs he 
had, in bringing home in the Years. 1753 and 1755, 
all his white Men, which were 34 and 36, in 
Health, from a Guinea Voyage of iy Months. And 
it is with Pleaſure that I hear, that it is now be- 
come a more and more general Practice at Sea, to 
mix Water with the diſtilled ſpirituous Liquors 
of all kinds: Which it is therefore the bounden 
Duty of all Commanders of Veſſels to do, who 
have any Value, any Bowels of Compaſſion for the 
Health and Lives of their Sailors. In our royal 
Navy all diſtilled Spirits are forbid, and Wine 
with provided. 

AND the like good Effect has of late Years been 
found at Land, in our Colonies in America, by 

mixing 
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mixing a much greater proportion of Water with 
the Rum; whereby it is happily found to be more 
falutary: For when the Punch was ſtronger, ir 
deſtroyed many. W hich great Degree of Unheal- 
thineſs, as I well remember was then attributed to 
the Lime-juice, being loth to accuſe their too- 
well-beloved Rum of ſuch pernicious Effects: But 
are now happily convinced by Experience, that 
the weaker the Punch, ſo much the more whol- 
ſome it is. | 

AND ought not this in reaſon, to rouſe all the 
Nations of the World to be in Earneſt; for the 
have nothing more to do than to prevail wit 
themſelves to be in Earneſt, in order effectually 
to put the ſame ſalutary Method in practice at 
Land. The cold, ſlcepy Reaſons that have hither- 
to prevailed, to the countenancing of the contra- 
ry moſt deſtructive Practice, ought ſurely to be 
rejected with Scorn and Indignation, in a Caſe 
wherein the Welfare of Millions of Mankind & 
ſo deeply concerned: What Multitudes of Lives 
would thereby be ſaved, and innumerable Out- 
rages, as Thefts, Murders, Cc. prevented! To 
rectify which were, doubtleſs, a moſt apparently 
vain and fruitleſs Attempt, while 1 1s 
made the cheapeſt of all Vices: For theſe intoxi- 
cating peſtilent Drams, not only deſtroy the Health 
and Cites of Multitudes over the World, but al- 
ſo greatly tend to deprave and debaſe rhe human 
Species to ſuch a degree, as abſolutely to quench 
all Senſe of Duty to God or Man, and all Power 
and Inclination to diſcharge the neceſſary Offices 
of ſocial Life. It is therefore to be hoped, that 
the Nations of the World will no longer be infa- 
tuated by this inchanting Siren, but in earnell 
rouſe themſelves to find an effectual Remedy for 
this epidemical Plague. 


AN 
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An eminent Surgeon informs me that he has 
obſerved the Stomachs of great Dram-drinkers to 
be contracted into half the common natural Size, 


and to be hard, fomewhat like Leather that has 


been held to the fire: The Confequence of which 


is, Loſs of Appetite, and a waſting Confump- 


tion. 

Axp accordingly I have found, * pane raw 
Fleſh into ſeveral Sorts of diſtilled Spirits, viz. 
Brandy, Rum, Arrack, and Gin, that they all in 


like manner harden Fleſh, by their pernicious, 
C 


burning, cauſtick Salts, which are made ſuch by 
the Action of Fire on them in Diſtillation, in the 
ſame manner as Saltpetre, from a mild, wholſome 
Subſtance, is, by the Action of Fire in Diſtillation, 
made Aqua Fortis, one of the rankeſt Poiſons, its Salts 
being thereby formed into Darts and Spears, which 
tear not only animal Subſtances in Pieces, but alſo 
the hardeſt and moſt folid* Metals : Accordingly 
Fhave been informed by Diſtillers here, d 
Planters in America, that the more of the Action 
of Fire theſe Spirits have undergone in Diſtillati- 
on, ſo much the more corroſive and unwholſome 
they are; which is remarkably true of the later 
Diſtillations of Rum, called low Wines, which 
kill many of their Poor, and of the Slaves, who 
drink them on acccunt of their Cheapnefs. Arrack 
is alſo very deſtructive in the Erft-Tudies. 

Ir appears from Admiral Kzowles's Orders to 
reſtrain the Uſe of Rum at Cape-Briton, which. I 


have ſeen, that they got drunk with it at the rate 
of a thouſand a Day, and that 1400 New - England 


Men were, in two Months, killed. by it. 

Tur Baron de la Honton, in his Travels, Vol. II. 
Page 147. French Edition, ſays, That diſtilled 
= 7 irituous Liquors make terrible Havock Tun 
e the People of Canada; for the Number of thoſe 
« that drink it far exceeds that of thoſe 3 

cc ain 


c ſtain from it. The Havock and Deſtruction 
* which it makes among them is fo inexpreſſibly 
<« great, that it will exceed the Belief of all who 
are not Eye-witneſles of it. It extinguiſhes 
their natural Heat, and makes them languid, 
< ſpiritleſs, and conſumptive: They look pale, 
„ hvid, and frightful as Skeletons.” 

Governor Bekher's Lady, of New-Fer/ey, wrote 
me, that Rum being very cheap there, the Peo- 
ple are ſo attached to it, that in Harveſt-time they 
make it their Bargain to have every Man a Pint a 
Day, beſides W ages. | FE 1] | 

Dk. Waits, in his Book on Self-murder, ſays, 
that the Inſcription - on Dram - drinkers' Graves 
ſhould be, Here lies a Self- murderer. 

Notwithſtanding the Deſtructiveneſs of theſe 
diſtilled ſpirituous Liquors is ſo notorious, that 
not only every open * Eye, but even the 
wilfully Blind, cannot but ſee the Miſeries that 
they bring on Mankind; yet how does this in- 
chanting Siren bewitch and infatuate the Nations 
of the Earth with its Sorceries, inſomuch that Mul- 
titudes of unexperienced freſh Dram-drinkers are 
daily crowding on to taſte of the invenomed Cup. 
And will not this Infatuation of the Nations, in 
all Probability, 2 tend to haſten, with an 
accelerated Specd, the filling up of the meaſure 
of the Iniquity of the Gentiles? 

. It is pretended that Drams comfort, warm and 
defend from the ſevere Cold to which: Men are 
ſometimes expoſed, without which, they ſay, they 
ſhould periſh with Cold; which is wn y, ina 
great meaſure, true of thoſe who are much habi- 
tuated to drink them: The Blood of ſuch — 
thereby ſo much impoveriſhed, that it is we 

known many of the 3 Drinkers of Drams

are cold and lifeleſs in the midſt of Summer, with- 
out frequent freſh Draughts of it ; this is what 
ſome of them have owned to me. But, on the 
other hand, how much abler are ſober Perſons to 
endure Cold and Hardſhips? Their. vital Heat, nor 
being extinguiſhed with Intemperance, does by 
its kindly genial Warmth, more effectually ſe- 
cure them from the Inclemency of Weather; than 
the falſe Flaſh of that which a Dram gives. Be- 
rides, it is well known that Men did not periſh in 
the coldeſt Countries for want of Drams former- 
ly, when they were not to be had. Of the un- 
doubted Truth of this Captain Ellis gives a full 
Proof, in the Account of his Voyage to Hudſon's 
Bay, Page 199. Where he obſerves, That the 
Natives on the very cold Coaſt of that Bay, to 
whom the French are kinder than to ſell diſtilled 
ſpirituous Liquors, are tall, hardy, robuſt, and 
active: Whereas thoſe of them that are ſuppli- 
% ed with Drams from the Engliſo, are meagre, 
« dwarkſh, indolent People, hardly equal to the 
« Severity of the Country, and ſubject to many 
&« Diſorders.” | 2 5 
Ay as to the pernicious Effects of ſpirituous 
Liquors in very hot Climates, as on the Coaſt of 
Guinea, it is obſerved, that the French and Portu- 
gueſe, who do not indulge in diſtilled Spirits, are 
very healthy there; but that the Exgliſb who drink 
Spirits, die faſt. Thus alſo it is obſerved of the Wo- 
men in Barbados and Jamaica, that being ſober they 
live long; but it is not ſo with the Men, who are 
more generally intemperate. ; 
SINCE then the Evil is become ſo notoriouſly 
epidemical, as to debilitate and deſtroy Multi- 
tudes in moſt Parts of the World, how deſtruc- 
tive muſt it be to the real Welfare of thoſe Na- 
tions here it rages! It behoves therefore all _ 
| ave 
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have any Bowels of Pity for their Fellow-crea- 
tures, to do their beſt to deliver them from it. 
Such weighty Conſiderations ought therefore, in 
all reaſon, to rouſe the Governors of the Nations, 
as tender Fathers, to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours 
to deliver the People committed to their Charge, 
from this mighty Deſtroyer. Can there be any 
Co nſiderations of ſufficient Weight to the con- 
? Is it ſound Policy to encourage Vice in the 
People becauſe a preſent Revenue ariſes from their 
Debauchery ? where will the Revenues be, when 
the People, who ſhould pay them, are deſtroyed? 
Are not a hardy, induſtrious, healthy People al- 
ways found to be the ableſt to contribute amply 
to the Support of Government? And will nor 
Temperance, in the End, be found a more effec- 
tual Means to increaſe the real wealth and ſtrength 
of a Nation, than to make Drunkenneſs the cheap- 
eſt of all Vices? A Vice which can no otherwiſe 
be effectually prevented from raging with its pre- 
ſent exceſſive Enormity, and ſpreading Devaſta- 
tion all around, but by making it ſo expenſive as 
to pur it abſolutely out of the Reach of the grear 
Number of inſatiable thirſty Dramiſts, or ſo weak 
as to be leſs hurtful. 

IT is well known that many of thoſe who keep 
publick Houſes ſhorten their Lives by intempe- 
rate drinking: The common Plea for which is, 
that they are obliged to do it, in order to get a 
Livelihood; or, in other Words, to kill them- 
ſelves in order to live. And is not this the very 
Caſe of thoſe Governments who debilitate and 
deſtroy the ſtrength and Vitals of a Nation, in or- 
der to be Gainers by this national Temptation to 

de Evil, that Good may come of it. | 
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| Bur if the Conſideration of the Inhumanity of 
| being inſtrumental to the deſtruction of Multitudes, 
| and in a manner, in ſome Parts of the World, of 
| whole Nations, is not of Weight enough ro in- 
fluence; yet ſure the awful Conſideration that it 
muſt needs be highly diſpleaſing to our merciful 
Creator, to have his favourite Ge Man thus 
debaſed, diſgraced and deſtroyed, both in Body 
and Soul, ought to have its due Weight. Can it 
in reaſon be expected, that he will always ſtand 
by an unconcern'd Spectator of ſuch aſtoniſhing 
Proceedings? And will he not in Mercy viſit the 
Nations for theſe Things, to prevent the ſtill 
much greater Ruin of future Generations; in con- 
formity to God's uſual Methods of Proceeding, 
when Irregularities are arrived to great Exceſs. 
And this diſeaſe is now arrived to ſo enormous a 
Pitch, that 'tis much to be feared, nothing leſs 
than his ſevere fatherly Correction, will effectu- 
ally cure it in many of the Nations; who ſeem as 
ſupine and unconcerned abour it, as if only ſo ma- 
ny Thouſands of Chafers or Locuſts were deſtroy- 
cd thereby: For if in fo or 60 Years this deſtruc- 
tive Peſt has ſpread thus far and wide, how vaſtly 
reater will the Havock amon Mankind be in an 
undred Years more, if ſome Check be. not put 
to its Career. 
I x it had been ſaid an hundred Years ago to a- 
ny of the Rulers of the Nations, that they ſhould 
patiently, and even unconcernedly ſee ſuch Mul- 
titudes of their Subjects deftroyed, both Body and 
Soul, and that only for ſordid Lucre, would th 
not with Indignation have ſaid, as Hazael did to 
Eliſha, 2 Kings viii. 13. But what ! is thy Servant 
4 Dog, that he ſhould do this great Thing? I he plain 
Truth is, that it is with Nations as it frequently 
happens 
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happens to private perſons, that when they grow 
5 from bad to worſe, they at he Vp 
time grow more and more hardened, fo as to be 
even reconciled to Practices for which they had 
at firſt the utmoſt Deteſtation and Abhorrence 
for Familiarity takes away our Attention, and 
robs things of their Power to ſtrike ſtrong upon 
- Une. 
| Tmovcn Thouſands and ten Thouſands periſh 
yearly by Drams, yet no Man layeth it to Heart, ex- 
cept the Heads of the poor wild Indians and Mo- 
hawks, near New-England, New-York, Virginia, 
and other Parts of North-America; who being ſen- 
ſible of the great deſtruction made among them, 
by diſtilled ſpirituous Liquors, have long ſince, 
and do ſtill continue earneſtly to deſire that no 
Rum ſhould be ſold te their People. I am cre- 
dibly informed, that it is no uncommon Thing in 
North-America for habitual Dramiſts, when Sick- 
neſs comes on them, 2 it will be their 
laſt Illneſs, to deſire to have plenty of Rum by 
them, that they may continue till Death in an in- 
toxicated Condition; to ſo aſtoniſhingly deplora- 
ble a ſottiſh Condition have they reduced them- 
ſelves, by. habitually indulging in this Man-bane. 
Alas! how aſtoniſhing a Calamity is this, which 
is vaſtly greater than the Sum total of all the other 
Miſeries that ever befel unhappy Man: It being 
both a moral and a natural Evil, th debaſing and 
88 the Morals, and ſhortening and deſtroy- 
ing the Lives of Multitudes, probably not leſs 
than a Million yearly all over the World; not- 
withſtanding which, this enchanting Liquor ſo in- 
fatuatcs the Nations, that nothing leſs than an ex- 
traordinary Hand of Providence can deliver Man- 
kind from this favourite, much-beloved, mighty 
Deſtroyer, Were but one-fourth of this N _ 
cr 
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yearly deftroyed by raging Peſtilence, with what 
earneſt, ingemminated Supplications, would Man- 
_ kind deprecate fo terrifying and ſore an Affliction. 
How ſevere a Judgment 1s it when God leaves 
Men to be their own Scourgers! with how unre- 
lenting and unmerciful a Heart. do they perpe- 
trate an Evil that ought to be deprecated both in 
publick and private, with ingemminated Petiti- 
ons ! 

Tus much Neceſſity has urged me to ſpeak, 
in a caſe ſo calamitous to Mankind, that to have 
a thorough ſenſe of it, and yet not to remonſtrate, 
nor carneſtly precaution againſt it, were ſure as 
criminal as not friendly to warn a precipitate or 
blind Perſon of a dangerous Precipice or Pit. Yer, 
alas! how unconcerned are the greateſt Part of 
Mankind at this moſt enormous Ruin of Multi- 
tudes, in many Nations of the World. Thus, in 
Ruſſia, a vaſt Revenue is raiſed from diſtilled ſpi- 
rituous Liquors, and a proportionably immenſe 
Multitude of People are deſtroyed thereby. 

As this greatly intereſting Affair requires the 
exerting the utmoſt Efforts to rouſe the Attenti- 
on of Mankind to the ſerious Conſideration of it, 
I ſhall here add an Extract from a printed Addreſs 
to an eminent Perſon, upon an important Subject, viz. 
Ask thoſe in Stations of Power and Truſt, ask 
“them if they can look with Indifference upon 
their poor diſtracted Countrymen, who are poi- 
“ ſoning and deſtroying themſelves? In Trials for

« bourers and Artificers of both Sexes, but alſo to 
c the preventing the Birth of thouſands, deſtroy- 
ing many Infants, to the greatly debaſing the

ce titudes. Whatever produces Effects of theſe 
Kinds, muſt bring irretrievable and final Ruin 
c on thoſe unhappy Nations where this deftruc- 
« tive Peſt rages. Ought not then a ſtop to be
